The 
veatihule is not merely a luxury, hut 
has a certain value as a safety device. 

! The full measure of this value has not 
I yet been pr»ved. Occasionally lives art' 
i lost l>v passenger* falling from or U-ing 
blown from the platforms of moving 
trains. Such accidents the vestibule w ill 
prevent, and, further, it decreases theos- 
cillatiou of the cars, and thus, to some 
degree, helps to prevent derailment. It 
is also some protection against telescop- 
ing. A few months ago a coal train on a 
double-track road was derailed, ami four 
cars were thrown across in front of a sol- 
id vestibule train of seven Pullman cars 
approaching on the other track. Tlieen- 
gine of the vestibuled train was com- 
pletely wrecked. Kven the sheet iron 
jacket was stripped otffrom it. The en- 
gineer and tireman were instantly killed, 
but not another person on the train was 
injured. They escaped, partly lu-canse 
the cars were strong and partly, doubt- 
less, because the vestibules helped to 
keep the platforms on the same level 
and in line, and thus to prevent crush- 
ing of the ends of trie cars. — From Sep- 
t-miter Scribner.
